visit tho biggest chief in any part of the 
country. Qua can always loarn from 
other chiefs at n distance who they aro 
and something of their character. In 
approaching^ them always Bond word of 
your coming and got, if possible, in- 
formation in advauoe of thra feeling of 
tho chief toward whites. Upo;i nearing 
tho village Bend ou ahead to announce 
your arrival and wait uutil yonr mes- 
senger returns with somo of tha villa- 
gem to Ksuort yon to thoir chief. Greet 
tho riiirf civilly aud ask him to scud 
one of his people to show you a good 
place for your tout, if you decide to 
camp in tho village, which I have done 
iuvan-.ibl.r in this country, though it is 
not always- udvisuble in every part of 
ceutra! Africa. 
When you have rested, 


the chief will come to seo yen. Then 
state to him your business, talk frankly 
with .him and explain plainly your 
needs, whether yon want guides or to 
buy food. 
•. . 


I seldom staid in tv place nioro than 


oue day, aud gaiicrsilly the first night I 
called the chief privately into my tent, 
had u long talk with him nnd gave 
him a present, consisting generally of -a 
good cloth, four yards of American!, 
four of wide bhio, four of narrow calico 
and about an egg cup full of beads and 
sometimes an empty bottle or two. In- 
variably I received next day tho co-oper- 
ation of tho chief in every way, aud also 
a big goat or sheep or bullock and 50 
or GO pounds of flour. Sometimes I gave 
a small additional present before leav 
ing. If the chief took a fancy to any 
particular thing and I could spare it, I 
did so. Sometimes one wanted a sheath 
knif o and another a hat. Old Kambuidi 
was determined to have a shirt. He 
wanted a candle matches nnd needles, 
which I cave him, and as I had previ- 
pnsly given him cloth I suggested, as a 
feeble sort of joke, that, as lie now ha<t 
cloth and sewing materials and light, 
he might Bit up at night and make a 
shirt. Immediately the old fellow re- 
plied: "It is the candle that is interfer- 
ing with my success. Here, take back 
the caudle and give me the shirt. ' ' I 
finally yielded and gave him a much 
patched garment, which satisfied him.—

William J. 
Bryan, iu one of bia 


speeches .ia North Carolina quoted 
from n speech made in the United 
States Senate on January 20,1840, by 
Henry Clay, inwhich he said: 


"Of all tho conditions of society that 


is inoat adverse, it ia that in which thero 
18 a conataut and rapid diminution in 
the amount of circulating medium. 
Debtors become unable to pay their 
debts, property falle, the market is 
glutted, ba?in3?9 declines and labor is 
thrown out of employment, selling be 
cornea enormous, and purchasers be- 
come scarce from nn' unwillingness to 
make investments with the prospects 
of almost certain loss. When money 
is Arising people want to turn every- 
thing into dollars and during that time 
we must have stagnation of business. 
Falling prices make hard times, and 
you cannot stop hard times until you 
stop ;the general fall in prices, Havo 
you gentlemen reflected upon the con- 
sequences of tho system of depletion? 
I have already stated that the country 
is going down by weight of dobt. If 
the currency be greatly diminished, as, 
beyond all example it haa been, how is 
this debt to bo extinguished? 
Prop- 


erty, the resource on which the debtor 
relied to; his payment, will deuliuo in 
value, and it may happen thut a man 
who honestly contracted a {debt on the 
worth of property, which bad n value 
ut tho time sufficient to warrant the 
debt, will find himself stripped of his 
property and his debt will remain un 
extinguished." 


Mr. Bryan directs attention to the 


fact that Mr. Clny simply described the 
conditions which confront us to-day, 
anil yet the gold men not only refuse 
to recognize that conditiun and afford 
relief from that condition, but they 
pledge thumsclves to a policy which 
increases tho financial distress of this 
country, makes debts harder to pay 
and summons the sheriff to take charge 
of tho property of the citizen, anO 
leaves the debt uuextiuguished to hang 
over him still. 


We have, as Mr. Clay said, the mosl 


adverse condition of society, a constaul 
Biid,rapid diminution in the amount of 
circulating medium. Debtors are un- 
able to pay their debts, and men who 
honestly contracted a debt on property 
which had a value greater than the 
debt at the time, finds himself deprived 
of his property and the debt nob all ex 
tinguished. Tho market is glutted and 
yet the cry of the MoKinley men is to 
open the factories, when there aro 
more goods on the market now than 
can be disposed *of, because the people 
have not money to buy them.

The average production of silver 


since 1870, compared with gold, has 
been below that ot the previous four 
centuries, and far below the average 
production prior to 1870. 


The statement that the "enormous 


production of silver prior to 1873 was 
the cause of its demonetization" has 
beon repeated BO often that millions 
believe it; but the truth is that never 
in the history of the world had t,he pro- 
duction ot silver fallen so low in pro- 
portion to that of gold. Secretary Oar- 
lisle proves this by these figures of 
production:

Never in the history of the world— 


not even during tho tariff trust cam- 
paign of 1892, with its British flags and 
forgeries from British newspapers- 
has there ever been such shameless 
lying, such brazen falsehoods, as have 
bean repeated daily by men and news- 
papers to deceive and delude those who 
cannot get at the facts. Of all the op- 
ponents of free coinage The World 
alone has had tho fairness and honesty 
to publish the official figures; but that 
is because its opposition is based on 
the wisdom of adopting it at the pres- 
ent time and without help from silver 
countries—not because it favors a single 
gold standard as tho others do. 


The effect of this reduction in the 


proportional production ot Eilver from 
SU annual average for centuries of 20 to 
1 to 5 to 1 was a gold scare.

lishes a book, " 16 to 1," which presents 
an admirable summery of it.) All 
silver coins at 15.5 to 1 or 16 to 1 went 
to a premium. Bar silver even was 
worth more than the mint offered, and 
if the coins had not been at a premium 
would not have been coined. But let 
Secretary Carlisle's tables (page 17) tell 
the story:

mints coined an ounce into $1.333. At 
that rate the silver in a dollar is worth 
$1.030 at the European mint, and the 
normal quotation in the London 
market, which is called its bullion or 
commercial value, ia not the 30 mills or 
3 cents premium, but this amount less 
cost of transportatioa to the mint and 
loss of interest while awaiting coinage, 
which normally ranged from 7 to 20 
mills. It was not until after the de- 
monetization act of Feb. 12,1873, that 
the bullion in a dollar fell below the 
French mint price, and not until 1874 
that it fell below our own mint price of 
$1.00. 


The flood of gold poured upon the 
orld between 1850 and 1870 was the 
ause of tho demonetization of silver, 
'rom 1493 to 1850, a period of 357 
ears, the total gold product of the 
world was 152,779,051 ounces. In the 
wenty years between 1850 and .1870 it 
'as 125,581,276 ounces, or nearly as 
much as in the previous 357 years. 


The total amount ot silver mined in 
he same time was 680,187,904 ounces, 
gainst 4,822,930,015 mined in the pro- 
eding 357 years. The gold utook of 
30 world doubled between 1850 and 
370. 
The silver stock increased by 


nly one-seventh, yet the advocates of 
single gold standard have fooled mill- 
ons of voters into the belief that it 
ras the flood of silver and not of gold 
hat caused the demonetization of the 
white metal. That the world has noth- 
ng to fear from any silver flood let us 
;aks the production of the last forty- 
five years to show:

The metal dollar had become oo 
cheap" in 1870—tho price of commod- 
tiea had become so high—that a little 
labor paid off a large debt. Tho bank- 
ers, backed by the rich, Cut off over 
one-half the money of the world from 
its debt-paying power and relegated it 
to tokenage. Every silver coin in the 
world to-day is nothing but a " token," 
corresponding to "spiel" money, ciips 
or counters. It has value—and so has 
a red or blue chip, so long as the game 
la kept going or the proprietor of it is 
in funds, but no longer. Without free 
coinage of a metal there oan be no 
honest money made ot that metal that 
is money of final redemption. 


It ia BB easy to prove that the fall in 


in the price ot commodities has been 
caused by the demonetization of silver 
as it has been to prove that there has 
been no flood of silver; but of what 
use would it be to do it? The few who 
would read itknow it already.

constructed by any king, even from an- 
cient times, and it must compel all men 
to admiration I" 


If, externally, in the first view of 


Honreale disappointment awaits one, 
that may be because on the way there 
one's eyes have grown too accustomed 
to beauty. For that same moving one 
may have seen the sun rise from the 
ivied chapel behind Santa Maria de 
Gesu, looked thence down upon the 
mountain girdled plain and white domed 
oity of Palermo curving round the azure 
bay, 
or, climbing Monte Pelegrino, 


finnked by its sheer preoipjpes 1,900 
feet, yon may have heard th^noon an- 
gelus bell float skyward from all Paler- 
mo's towers. Then, as the sunbeams be- 
gin to slant, the ride tip from the valley 
of the Concha Do'ro, under the blossom 
starred boughs of almond and orange 
trees, past the old convent of Sail Mar- 
tino — gray hermit, cowled in pines — up 
and up to Monreole. 


"If the dome appeal's small and the 


towers plain the eastern portal compen- 
sates for all. Great richness is produced 
by the mode of its ornamentations, the 
interlaced arches; upheld by slender pil- 
lars, being formed of alternate blocks of 
black and white marble, the panels di- 
versified with multicolored mosaics. 
The three beautiful doors are of bronze 
elaborately adorned with Scriptural de- 
signs and iirabeeqncs, tho largest one 
executed by the architect of Pisa's lean- 
ing tower. 


Within the blending of 
different 


styles is remarkable. It is in form.accord- 
ing to tho founder's wish, a Latin cross. 
Its columns ate borrowed from Roman 
temples, their capitals Greek. Tho By- 
zantine mosaics, in wbicli Monreale is 
the richest of nil mediaeval churches, 
wrought upon a gold ground, time has 
mellowed iuto a delicious purple haze 
of glory. The navo is iiuiple, aud tlio 
arches slightly pointed.. Narrow win- 
dows cast a tempered radiance ovor tho 
flat, gorgeously embellished roof. There 
is a single aisle. Tbo east end consists 
of three apses, the largest one terminat- 
ing in the high altar. 


Above it, unique in design, is tho fa- 


mous fresco, a half length Cguru of 
Christ,, so colossal that the whole edi- 
fice soems n mantle thrown nbont it. 
The right hand is outstretched in bone- 
dictioii; tho loft holds an open book 
wherein is written, "I am the light of 
tho world. " — Avo Maria.
